Ottawa, Maroh 7.— Aftor four days de- 
voted to the hearing of tho Manitoba aohool 
appoal, tho case was concluded at 1 o'olook 
this afternoon, when tho Privy Council ad- 
journod. It !b expected that to-morrow or 
Saturday a conclusion will bo roaohed by the 
govormont on tho petitions of tho Roman 
Catholic minority of Manitoba for remedial 
legislation. Naturally muoh interoat cen- 
tres in tho oourso whioh tho govornmont will 
take, and considerable speculation is bolng 
indulged in. A gentloman high up in oiiicial 
circles said to your correspondent to-night 
that ho thought tho governmont'B lino of ac- 
tion would bo somewhat as follows : 

A communication to tho Manitoba gov- 
ernment will point out that by tho judgment 
of tho judicial committee of tho Privy 
Council a grievance exists. This grievance 
has boen admitted by Mr. McCarthy, and it 
will thoroforo bo euggostod that steps at 
once be taken to provido a remedy. It 1b 
thought that If the Manitoba governmont 
amends the act of 1890 by allowing tho 
Roman Catholics in thoso municipalities 
whoro they aro a majority to have their 
own schools and thoir own taxes bo utilized 
for tho support of theso schools, receiving In 
addition a portion of tho logislativo grants 
to education, based upon school attendance 
or population, all logltimato ground of com- 
plaint on the part of tho minority will bo 
removed. 

Itjaexpeoted also that tho Manitoba gov- 
ernmont will bo notified that If aotion bo 
not token at tho present aossion of the logis 
laturo to romedy the grievances complainod 
of all tho papers in connection with the case 
will bo laid beforo pirliamont next session 
and it will then bo competent to legislate on 
tho subject. 

Mr. Kwart ocoupiod about an hour and 
a half this morning in his reply to Mr. Mc- 
Carthy. His Bpoeoh was noteworthy for 
ono fact whioh was brought out, viz : that 
Mr. McCarthy was the first man to suggest 
to Manitoba that separate schools in that 
provinoo bo abolished. Mr. McCarthy 
denied tho assertion, but Mr. Ewart had his 
proof ready in the shape ol citations from 
Mr. McCarthy's Bpoeoh at Portage la Pralrio 
In 18S9. 

An ordor-in council has been passed ad- 
mitting free of duty boomstloks and chains 
for tho purpose of enclosing or towing logs 
from Canada to tho United States, so long 
as tho lattor allows similar articloa of Cana- 
dian manufacture to enter that country 
free. 

A shipment of whitefish eggs will bo 
mado to Newfoundland, at tho request of 
that government. 

The United States government want 
Canada to adopt their now ruleB of the road 
on tho great lakes. 

The funeral of Contractor Toms took 
place to-day and was largely attonded. The 
MaBonic brethron of Ottawa gratefully ap- 
preciate the kindness of the Viotorla orafts- 
mon to the deceased and his widow.

EASTERN SUPREMACY. 



Shall Eng-land or fiussia Be the 
Oriental Power ?- Japan's Ex- 
orbitant Demands. 

Capture of New Chwantr Couflrmod— 
Important Captures of 
Armaments. 

Cmc/.oo, March 7. —The Timos-Horald 
Washington corrcspondonb sends tho follow- 
ing : Aro Russia and Great Britain to oome 
into collision in the farE»st'/ This ques- 
tion is now ..disturbing diplomatic circles 
here. Information roached Washing- 
ton through privato but wholly trust- 
worthy channels that the Russian 
government is supporting Japan in her de- 
mand for tho cessation of Port Arthur and 
Wei-Hai-Wei, as parb of the prloe of peace 
which China is called upon to pay. Japan 
would not daro demand possession of Buoh 
strongholds If sho wore not sure 
of the moral and active support 
of Russia, for the .ceanlon • of 
these ports by China means nothing less 
than the continual domination by Japan of 
the Gulf of Pechili, whioh iB the waterway 
loading to Pekin. With Japan holding 
theso fortified portB she would have a per- 
manent pledge of peace. Tho hands 
of China would be tied. The cessa- 
tion of Port Arthur and Wei-Hal- Wei 
would signify the eventual dissolution of the 
groat Chineso Empire. W ashington diplo- 
mats do not believe that the Chlnose govern- 
ment will consent to so great a sacrifice. 
The sympathy now existing between Russia 
and Japan is significant. The Russians aro 
the only foreigners for whom the Japanese 
do not entertain hatred. Of all the foreign- 
ers the English are most hated, and even 
Americans, on account of their blood relation 
to the Eoglish, are hooted by tho Jingo war- 
mad populaoo of Japan. 

Great Britain elands bohind China. Her 
money ib lent and invested thero by hun- 
dreds of millions. With Russia bohind 
Japan and pushing tho viotors of war on to 
exorbitant demands for the prlco of poaoo 
Great Britain will be forced to Bhow 
her h»nd. In tho opinion of Washington 
diplomatists, England will bo forced 
in solf protection to prevent tho permanent 
acquirement of Port Arthur and 
W el-Hal- Wei by tho Japanese. Somo 
of tho moat intelligent mon in Washington, 
among thorn, I am informod, tho Japanoss 
minister, Mr. Kurtno, believe that Russia 
is using Japan as a catspaw. Tho Japanoae 
are to be thrust forward to secure 
tho absolute independence of Koroa and 
also tho fortifiod ports, which havo command 
of tho groat Guif of Peohili and of tho Chin- 
eso capital. While thoso acquisitions would, 
for tho timo being appear to bo an onlargo- 
ment of Japan's iollnooco, Groat Britain will 
never forget that it ia the power ot Russia 
which omboldons tho Japanese to aBk 
for bo much, doepito England's frowning. 
Thoro is intenso anxiety as to tho 
manner in which Great Britain will meet 
this situation. Tho poaco negotiations now 
ponding between China and Japan mako a 
oriaia In tho hiatory of nationa. If England 
throwa horself into tho brouoh and putB 
her power bohind China lu roaist- 
ance to tho domands of Japan a 
collision between Hritaln and Russia 
is not impoBsiblo, If thoao two poworB olush 
Bwords tho map of Asia will be changed. If, 
on tho othor hand, England fuila to givo her 
aid to China arid pormits tho Rusao-Japan- 
oso alltanoo to carry its point, from that 
moment Russia will aucceod Britain aa tho 
controlling power in tho oaat. 

WASHINGTON, March 7. — A telegram from 
Tokio bae beon recoived by tho JapaneBO 
ministor confirming tho roport of tho cap- 
ture of tho city of Now Chwang by tho 
lirBt army under General Nodzu. Tho old 
town of Now Chwang was takon by assault 
after thirtoen hours' hard fighting, tho Chi 
neae olToring a stubborn resistance. Within 
tho town itBolf 1,880 Chlnose woro killed 
and about 500 surrendered. Tho largo 
quantities of war material captured includ- 
ed sixtoen cannon. Tho Japaneso lost '200 
killed and wounded.

THE TAKU ROUTE. - 

Mr. Ugiivies Return After Having 
Surveyed the Entry to 
the lukon. 



Position of the Alaska Boundary Mat- 
ter—About British Columbia's 
Objection. 



Mr. William Ogilvie, tho well known ex- 
plorer and surveyor, who left Victoria for 
tho North on tho Rich of Deoomber last, re- 
turned to this city with his party of fivo by 
iho City of Topoka yoBterday. Hia mission 
haa been to explore tho country from Taku 
inlet to the head of Tealin luko, by which 
route it haB been proposed to oonatruct a 
wagon road in tho interest of dovoloping 
British Columbia trade, and to make a careful 
survey of that little known territory — a 
wild mountainous region valuable only for 
tho minerals whioh it may oontaln. Though 
of course Mr. Ogilvie is not in a position to 
make public his opinion aa to tho practica- 
bility of tho routo proposed for tho deairod 
wagon road, certain it is that ho has f ally 
accomplished tho work whioh took him 
North, at a period of tho year both too early 
and too lato for the convenient proaecution 
of survey operations, and he is now In a 
position to locate and specify the obstacles 
that may confront the road builders. 

Disembarking at Juneau from the steamer 
whioh carried him away from Victoria, Mr. 
Ogilvie at onco atartod with his men for the 
head of Taku Inlet, a diatance of about 
thirty miles. Making his way up this river 
eighteen or twenty miles to the head of tho 
aurvoy of that stream mado by tho United 
StateB coaet survey party in 1893, ho con- 
tinued hia survey of tho river and the coun- 
try surrounding it almost to the hoad of 
that stream— hitherto untouohed territory. 
At this point tho snow was so deep and soft 
that it wsb found impracticable to 
proceed further at uny profitable 
rate of speed, and taking advan- 
tage of a fine few days in the 
oarly part of February, he climbed sovoral 
of the peaks in thevioinity and photograph- 
ed the country all around, making a photo- 
topographical Burvey of the stretch of terri- 
tory betwoen the head of Taku river and 
Teslin lako, which for all practical purposes 
will answer just aa well bb a survey made 
by personally going over the ground, had 
this beon poaBible. 

Every clear night observations of latitude 
and longtitude were taken to determine the 
party's position, and though the weather waB 
very unfavorable the results obtained in four 
or five weeks' work will fill up a great gap 
In the map of tho northern portion of this 
province. Mr. Ogilvie's observations are 
nob yet reduoed, so that ho oannot, even if 
he would, give much information regarding 
distances, heights or grades, The country 
is generally very rough, and the mountains 
are fully as precipitous as any others along 
tho coast — perhapB more so. About ninety 
photographs were taken, noarly one-half of 
which were developed in the field, and 
though taken in sovere cold and high winds, 
it oan be justly claimod that the photo- 
tophgraphical system of survey has been 
proved in this test as In others eminently 
auooeaaful. These photographs will enable 
the explorer to exhibit the topography of 
the country on a map very minutely. 

During the progress of the work 
the weather was abominable. On the 
up trip "Taku gales"— as they are 
known in Juneau— prevailed, and against 
those it was sometimeB almost impossible to 
stand. They whirled the snow about in 
blinding, confusing masses until little waB 
left on the river at all. This did not, how- 
ever, exhaust the Bupply, aa oloudB of snow 
wero constantly blowing down from tho 
mountain topB. The thermometer during 
thia time waa from zero to 15 degreoa be- 
low. Whilo tho galea provailod, with tho 
mercury at this mark, every bit of skin had 
to bo carefully protectod from the wind or 
it waa inBtantly frozen. 

Tha first two days, tho party being un- 
prepared for such winds at this tempora- 
ture, all wero more or loss frostbitten. Ono 
man broke through tho ico and got wot to 
tho thighs. Ho was hurried Into tho woods 
and though less than fivo minutea had 
olapsod, hia aocka had to bo cut away with 
an axo, as Mr. Ogilvie aaya. 

Tho " Taku windB " woro aucceodod by 
tromondoua falla of snow which continued 
without break or interruption until tho 7th 
of February. From that time until tho 
Llth tilt., tho weather was beautifully oloar 
and calm, only a gentle broezo diaturbing 
tho atmosphoro ; and though t ho thormomo- 
tor was at from 20 dugreeB to .SO dogreoe bo- 
low zero, none of tho party Buffered any 
inconvenience. It was during thla time that 
tho phototopographical eurvey waB mado at 
tho ond of the distance attained. 

Ab Mr. Ogilvlo'a time in the field had 
moro than explrod, ho rotracod hia stops 
toward the Coast. Tho second day ti er 
starting back, tho snow again set in in a way 
that is only known in Alaskan soli- 
tudes. Tho Btorm continued without inter- 
ruption — except that it rained ovety two or 
threo daya, convorting two or threo feeb of 
freBhly fallen anew Into slush — until tho 27th 
of February, whon tho coast waa roaohod. 
Hero tho party was wind bound 
for two days. On tho 1st of 
March Mr. Ogilvie Btartod for Junoau. 
From Juneau tho party lolt for Victoria by 
tho Topoka on tho ,'!rd inst. Mr. Ogilvio 
will probably loavo hero to-morrow for 
Ottawa. 

Roferrlhg to tho Canadian-AlaBka boun- 
dary question, with which hy has beon so 
prominently idontifiod, Mr Ogilvio says : 

' It Ib much to bo regretted that aomo of 
tho American pupora disauaa this boundary 
question in a manner that sIiowb them cer- 
tainly at Boa in their knowlodgo an to tho 
boundary itaolf or tho troaty by which 
Ib ia defined.

It doBcriboa tho boundary aa 
commencing at tho Bouthernmost point of 
Prinooof WaleB island, thence northerly 
following the waters of a ohannel called 
Portland channel until it attains a point on 
bho oontinent marked by tho 56'.h parallel 
of north latitude, This, by tho way, It may 
be here romarkod, iB objected to by the

Cltizena were surprised to hoar of the 
aaaigomont of tho Amorioan Fiah Company 
yostarday, the general impression having 
been that all the halibut companies were 
coining money. Acoordlng to report, how 
over, the New England C'jmpany wero the 
only onos who hold their own, Tho New 
Eagland Company have retail Btorca 
throughout tho East and como in direct 
tjuoh with tho consumers. This advantage, 
n it enj jyed by tho other companies, en- 
abled tho first mentioned corporation to 
plaoo their own fish more quiokly on the 
table for consumption than the others could 
possibly do. Aa a natural consequence tho 
demand for halibut would ceaao when these 
numerous stores wero supplied ; this would 
be usually about tho timo the other com 
panics' fiah cumo into market ; then down 
would go tho price, sometimoB aa low aa five 
conta (though it took eight cents to lay tho 
fiah down in Boaton). When tho fiah 
reached five canta the New England Com 
piny would, it ia aaid, buy them up from 
the Amorioan Fiah Company and again pro 
vide their Btorea, buying them second-hand- 
od cheaper than they could get them at firs 
hand. Thia is tho cauae of tho troublo, aa 
given by eome of the fiah company people 
themselves. 

Tuberoulosis haa boon dlacovored among 
a herd of cattlo on Lulu island on a ranch 
from which part of the milk supply for tho 
city ia obtained. Four of tho hord have 
died and several more are badly affected 
Immediate action ia to ba taken by the 
authorities. 

Tho Heap furniture factory, at the foot of 
Granville street, waa totally destroyed by 
fire to-night. The loss is estimated at about 
$20,000; there is aald to be little or no in 
Buranoe. The origin of the fire is not yet 
known.

FATAL FRACAS. 



How Hugh. McLaughlin Lost Ills Life at 
Kosaland-A Property Dispute 

(From tho Rossland Miner.) 

On Wednesday of last week occurred a 
fraoaa thab resulted in tho death of Hugh 
MoLaughlin. The origin of tho trouble was 
aa to the right of tho deceased to build on 
a pieoo of ground adjoining the oabin of 
Jamoa Woatgato, who oluimod to have 
exercised rights of ocoupancy ovor it, whioh 
McLmghlin ignored. Tho land lies between 
tho townBite und the Nickel Plato mine, and 
s within tho lines of ono of tho blocks ac- 
quired by tho Nolson & Fort Shoppard Rail- 
way Company undor ita land grant. It is 
clear that tho doceaaed waa tho first to uso 
u deadly weapon and Inflicted a norious 
wound on Westgate, who uppoura to huvo 
been knocked down and stunte-i- by the- 

ow. 

Eight witneBsea wero examined for tho 
prosecution and fivo for tho defense, und tho 
accused mado u perfectly a:ruightforwurd 
und unhesitating statement tending to eBtab- 
iah his bolicf that whon McLaughlin came- 
out of tho cabin with hia right hand in hia 
pocket, tho lattor waa conceuling aomo 
weapon with which ho intended to assault 
him again. Ho also stated that ho had no 
ntontion of doing moro than keep Mc- 
Laughlin off, and that tho fatal blow waa 
caused by tho uxo flying out of hia hand. 

Ono of tho wltnosaeB testified that when 
McLaughlin camo up Westgate told him to 
go away, but that MoLaughlin kept coming 
toward him, whon Woatgato grubbed an uxo 
that waa lying closo at hand. MoLaughlin 
mado a movo aa if to tuko tho nxo away from 
Weatgato, whon tho lattor struok him with 
tho flat of tho axe, Knocking him down. 
MoLaughlin got up and mado a atop or two 
toward Weatgato, when tho latter swung 
the axo, and when it loft hia hand it went, 
ond over ond two or throo timeB boforo it 
Btruck MoL»ughlin'a leg, cutting tho llaahy 
part of tho calf to tho bone. 

Tho uccubi il was committed to tho jail at 
Nelson for trial. MoLaughlin wuo a natlvo 
of Iroland, 41 yoara old ; lived In Montana 
hoforo coming to British Columbia. He 
leavea a wife but no childron. Tho remains 
wero buried at Rossland on Wednoaday. 
WeBtgato waa born in Argentuuil county, 
Quebec, in 1855. Ho lived at Nolaon for a 
timo before coming to Rosnlaud. Ho has a 
wifo and two childron at Hawkesbury, Oat.

D.S.S. "Grant" Arrives in Victoria- 
Entries and Clearances at 
Tills Port, 

The steamer Evangel tiki not arrive from 
Port ADgeloa aa customary, last ovoning, 
owing to mooting with a mishap at Port An- 
jielea on Wednesday evening. Relative to 
tho accident a Port Angeles apodal Buys : 
The steamer Evangel wont down in the 
morning at 4 o'clock at tho end of Moree'o 
dock, nothing but Iho upper portion of the 
cabin remaining above water. Thoacotdent 
wtiH caused through tho negligence of the 
night watohman, who left tho siphon open, 
whioh admitted a flood of water in the hold 
and listed the steamer towards the dock. 
The water rushed in and in 1(83 thau five 
minutes the decks were Hooded, but tuecargo 
of shingles in hor hold provent.od her from 
pinking to tho bottom. Seven passengers 
were Bloeplpg on board, bub all Buccoodod in 
roaohing tho deuk in safety, though ft num- 
ber of them wore dripping from head to foot. 
Mrs. F. Lee, the only lady paasengor, was 
rescued by means of a rope thrown from tho 
dock. Tho steward made bis escapo through 
a window in tho cabin, and f Jur of the crew, 
who slopt in the forecastle, were compelled 
to swim in orclor to roach the dock. The 
officers of tho Evaugel rendered every as- 
(istanoo possiblo to the passengers. Ctpt. 
Mann expeots to meot with no difficulty in 
floating the Evangel. After tho accident 
the steamer was run as high on tho beaoh as 
possible, where tho water will bo all pumped 
out of her. The machinery will be all af. 
fected by contsob with the salt water, but 
tho meat serious damage will bo to tho 
oleotrio light plant. It is understood the 
Rosalie will carry the steumor's business to 
Victoria and the Montlcollo that to An- 
geles. 

A TOTAL WRECK. 

C. J. V. Spratt, owner of the tug Van- 
couver whioh struok & reef while entering 
Mill bay on Tuesday laBt, Bald yeitorday 
that he believed the vessol to bo a total loss. 
He has handed her over to tho insurance 
company and does nob expect to realizs any 
more oub of her than whab the insurance 
will bring— some $2,000 Tho vessel would 
have sold for $5,000, bub hor aotual valuo or 
oost price waB in tho neighborhood of $12,- 
000. Mr. Spratb believea the machinery to 
be practically destroyed. The boiler is 
thoughb to bo orackod through coming in 
sudden oontact with cold water whon under 
full steam. Other serious damage Is bo- 
lieved to have been done, The tug's mishap 
was oooasloncd by the failure of hor rudder 
gear. Her bow Is high out of water and 
her storn submerged. On all sides is deep 
water, and if tho vosbsI in stii-red from the 
rocka sho will sink out of sight. To-day 
Oapt. Collister and other offijhln will 
inspoub the voBsel; but In tho meanwhile tho 
tug Mary Hare is at the sceno cluing all 
possible to save tho scows which the tug had 
in tow,

DAMAGES FOR THE SEALERS 

(From tho Montreal Gszetta ) 
The relusal of tho U. S. House of Ropre- 
Bentativca to pay tho sum of £425,000 agrceil 
upon as coniyensarjoa for the British 
Columbia tealers has hen Btrangely minin- 
tcrpreted by tho Libera* pri'os, oithor 
through ignorance and stupidity or malice 
aforethought. Tho Electtur aaya : "The 
Behring Sea arbitration hold at Paris last 
year, which oost us more than §50,000, haB 
Oomo to grii £." Ooe of tho St. John papers 
goeB furfcaer still, acd of course gets deeper 
into the mud. It says : 

" 'I ho §425,000 fixed on aa the amount due 
Canada by the United Statos in tho seal 
a vard will not bo paid by the republic. Sir 
Charles H. Tuppfir blundorcd in the matter 
and mado the agreement with Seorotary 
Groihim, who congress aayB had not the 
authority to thus bind tho union. In this 
case, as in many others respecting Tuppor's 
connootiou with tho fisheries, some of them 
directly concurring St. John, the ex- 
Minioter of Marine mado tho moat egregious 
mistukea. In tho seal award hiu insur- 
mountable concaifc has coat Canada nearly a 
ha f million of dollars." 

The writor of tho abovo knows, or ought 
to know, that Sir Charles H. Tuppor did 
not blunder, atd that Canada has not for- 
feited nearly half, a million of dollars ; in 
fact, has not forfeited a dollar in this mat 
ter, through Sir C. H. Tupper'a faulb oi 
anybody else's. Tho negotiations as to the 
amount of damagea Were conducted in the 
only regular and proper way through U.S. 
S.cretary Grosham and Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, tho British representative ut Washing- 
ton. Tho sum of §425,000 was off.ircd by 
Secretary Greeham because ho believed a 
commission would give Groat Britain moro, 
and tho offer was accepted by Sir Julian 
Paunu^fote, no doubi on Sir Charles H. 
Tupper'a recommendation, because the 
Canadian governmont thought it hotter that 
tho British Columbia sealers bhould got this 
amount at onoo, rather than bo put to the 
trouble and exponso and delay cf at 
vestigation. President Cleveland In hia 
mesaago to congress recommended the pay 
mont of this Bum because ho believed Canada 
would get much more by arbitration, and 
thore can bo little doubt that this will be 
tho ultimato result. Tho sealers will have 
to wait longer for their money, but they 
will get moro in the end. The assumption 
of the Liberal papers that tho §425,000 is 
irretrievably lost has nob tho slightest 
foundation in fact. Tho United States 
aia bound by International agreement 
and every consideration of honor, 
probity and reputation, to pay the 
sealers tho damages inonrred under 
tho operations of tho modus vivendi. Not 
one of tho U.S. congressmen who opposed 
the grant of §425,000 questioned tho fact 
that tho money would have to be paid. They 
simply wished to give President Cleveland a 
slap in the faco by refusing to follow hia 
load. They preferred to have an interna- 
tional comintsaion rather than pay a lump 
sum to bo agref d upon directly. They had 
o commiH«ion ova before at Halifax and it 
ODSt the United States §4.500,000. Commis- 
sions of this kind are an expensive form - f 
amusement, evun for a rich nation liko (' ^ 
United State?, and in this case it ! e jjj^y 
thab thoy will have to pay prof dearly for 
their whiatlo.

STREET PAVINOf. 

To the Editor :— It is vory evident that 
if some opposing Influonco dooa not inter- 
vene, Victoria will havo still another bur- 
don placed upon her alroady overloaded 
aboulders. There is a pause in tho more ex- 
citing events of civic politics. The filter 
bed plans are now being sab upon by so- 
called Eaatern exports at §200 per day ; tho 
sewerage of the city haa been practically 
abandoned ; tho electric light installation, 
after being more or less mixed and muddle J, 
haa ondod in financial distress, and the end 
thereof is not in sight. Under theso cir- 
umstance It Is not very itrango that tho 
council is seoking pastures new, and ao tho 
question of street paving is brought up to 
till the gap.

the farco. 

Now, I wonder if lb has over ocourrod to 
tho gentleman who has read up the subject 
and mado ao many nico calculations, that 
wood is not tho best kind of paving material 
in a humid climate liko that cf Viotoria. It 
is woll known that wood paving haa proved 
a total failure in aoveral cities where it has 
been tried, such as Winnipeg and Sc. Paul. 
Before going further, tho presi and i.ho rate- 
payers of Viotoria should demand a thor 
ough inquiry into all matters connected 
with the different systems of street, paving. 

Wo aro on tho evo (f being saddled with 
another loan, and if we go increasing our 
liabilities much farther we shall tur ly turn 
this beautiful city into a deserted village.

THE SWA LOIRS' COMPENSATION. 

Tho following artiolo from tho New York 
Post shows what honeBt and intelligent 
Unitod States citizens think of tho action of 
Congress in refusing the compensation offer- 
ed by Mr. Socrotary GreBhamfor injuries in- 
llictod on liritish soalora in Uohring Sea by 
the Government of tho United Statoa : 

Tho houso committeo on appropriations 
haa roportod an amondment to ttio deficiency 
bill appropriating §425,000 to pay tho eum 
agreed upon us damages to Grout Britain 
under tho Bohring Soa award. And now 
tho Jingo fraternity atart up and say it is 
too much, and that it ought not to bo paid, 
tho alternative boing the appointmont of a 
mixod commission to sit and tako testimony 
on oach particular claim for a year or two, 
and costing moro than tho whole amount of 
tho olalm, and tho result, porlmps, in award- 
ing tho full sum aakod for. When this kind 
of an alternative was offered to Grout Brit- 
ain aftor tho Geneva Tribunal had 
passed judgment on tho Alabama 
claims, sho olooted to pay tho 
lump sum of 515,000,000 and " did pay 
it without grumbling. Thoro is a surplus of 
moro than $425,000 of that money in our 
treasury to-day. Wo hope to bo spared tho 
humiliation ui seeing thiB olaim repudiated. 
In our domestic relations wo may commit 
any folly such us throwing $16,000,000 over 
our shoulder in tho mutter of u bond sale, or 
a still larger sum In a Paoifio railroad bill. 



All this is endurable because ib affoota only 
ourselves. Not so an international olaim, 
which offeots our standing before the world. 
As the Jingo spirit which resists the pay- 
ment of this money is ohittly among the 
Republicans, it is well to remind them that 
tho Paris Tribunal was tho work of the 
Harrison administration from beginning to 
end, that tho Cleveland administration nover 
did one thing oxoept to reoeivo tho verdict 
and fix the amount to bo paid under the 
damugo olauso. I )o thoy want to n pudiato 
their own bargain now, protract the contro- 
versy, and pay the exponso of a mixed com- 
mission plus tho damages ? 

This ia what tho Halifax Herald saya 
abput tho refusal of Congreas to pay tho 
$!'27,O0O agreod upon between tho Britiah 
Govornmont and Secretary Gresham to in- 
demnify British sea'ors for damages sus- 
tained by tho unlawful acts tf tho servants 
of tho Unitod StateB Government : 

Bat It boginB to look very much aa if tho 
Washington "statesmen" intended to re- 
pudiate tho solemn promise of the nation, 
and to oast honor to the winds. They have 
now found out that the Award of tho Paris 
Tribunal was against them — very much 
againat them — and they would dourly love 
another quarrel, with another chance at 
arbitration. But until thoy carry out fully 
tho terma of tho troaty undor which tho 
Paris Tribunal was held, neither Canada 
nor Groat Birtaln oan afford to havo any 
further negotiatioua with them. To talk of 
renewed negotiations for changes in the 
Regulations of tho Paris Tribunal, bo long 
aa the damages for the Behring Soa seizures 
remain unpaid, ia wholly out of tho quea 
tion. After those dumagoa are paid wo may 
talk ; and if any reasonable changes in these 
Regulations aro asked for wo may agree to 
them. But we oan havo no furthor parley 
on tho suhjoot until the Government at 
Washington hands ovor those damages 

THE ORIT LEADERS. 

Sir Richard Cartwright is more consistent 
than bis colleagues. Ho does not twist and 
turn about to oatoh the votes of thoso who 
do not believe in his principles. He still ad 
vocatos unrestricted free trade with the 
United Statos and ho accepts it with all its 
consequences, In 1891 when unrestricted 
reciprocity with all that it involves, directly 
and indirectly, was tho principal plank, in 
deed, the only plank, of tho Liberal plat- 
form, Sir Richard said at Oahawa, in answer 
to tho question ; " Does tho Liboral party 
favor discrimination against Great Britain 
by admitting Amorican manufactures free 
and taxing the manufactures of Groat Brit- 
ain ! ," 

" Certainly we do. I will tell you why. 
We have a perfeot right to manage our own 
tariff to suit ourselves. The lntorosta of 
Canada demand that we should have un 
restricted reciprocity with the States. We 
can only get it by taxing tho goods of every 
country on the face of tho earth except thoso 
of the United States. That is undoubtedly 
part of our polioy." 

Thero is no boating about the bush in Sir 
Rishord's reply. He spoke so plainly that 
it was Impossible for anyone to misunder 
stand him. 

It muBt be remembered that the polioy whioh 
Sir Richard Cartwright expounded so clearly 
in 1S91, was the polioy of Mr. Laurier. Four 
years ago tho Leader of tho Liberal party 
was prepared to " tax the goods of every 
country on the faco of tho earth, exoept 
thoBo of the United Statos. " Now tho same 
Mr. Laurier is ready to admit the goods of 
every country on tho faco of tho oarth Into 
Canada froo, without stipulating for any re 
turn. 

If this is not a complete right-about-face 
wo do not know what la. In 1891 Mr. 
Laurier was for protootion againat all the 
world except the Unitod States ; in 1895 
his ideal is to stand with Great Britain 
against all tho world In favor of froo trade. 
Unrestriotod reciprocity with the United 
Statea necessarily Involved tho adoption of 
the United States tariff by Canada, no mat 
tor what it might be, as well as tho Unitod 
States oxciao duties. It meant, too 
Mr. Blake foresaw, political union with tho 
United States in the noar future. Yet Mr. 
Laurier was a zealoua and, of course, an 
oloquont advocate of unrestricted reoipro 
oity. 

MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. 

Neirly ovory number of tho Century 
Magazine contuins ono or more oxcollent 
articles on Municipal government. In tho 
March number, just corns to hand, there Ib 
one on "The Curo for Municipal Cor 
ruption," from which wo roproduce the fol 
lowing paragraphs : 

"As tho causes for corruption in largo 
cities aro, humanly spouking, tho sumo, so 
tho curo must bo the sumo. Thoao oit'zens 
who aro most favorably Bltuatod as to tho 
opportunities of education and proporty, in 
addition to carrying tho heaviest ond of tho 
burden of taxation, must attend to the 
drudgory of politics and ahow by an 
lightenod public spirit that tho business 
affairs of tho municipality aro worthy of 
solf-sacrifice. 

" Also, it must be understood and on 
forcod by praotico that tho poorest aystom 
of municipal administration will do moro for 
tho public good, with an honest, Belf 
dependent mun at tho hoad of it, than tho 
best systom with a dishonest or ignorant 
tool of a political boss at tho holm. An un 
worthy hoad at onco dovitali/.ea a municipal 
organization, no mattor what tho dime, 
raco, confusion of rucos, or form of govern- 
ment " 

This is oncouraging to Victorians. 
It is certain that their form of 
municipal govornmont is not a good 
one, but if they eloot good mon to 
administer it it may produco bnttor effects 
than a superior system worked by incapable 
or dishonost mon. Bub it is impossible to 
have good city govornmont undor any sys- 
tom if the citizens aro oarolesB or apathotio, 
or wanting in public Bplrit. Tho truth 
scorns to bo that city governments, llko na- 
tional governments, aro quito as good aa tho 
pooplo governed doaervo. Ib is, aftor all, 
tho pooplo who havo tho making of their 
governments, and ua a stroam oan riso no 
higher than its eouroo, so a govornmont can 



be no bettor than tho pooplo whom ib repre- 
sents and who tolerate it. 
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QRIT SMARTNESS. 

The Toronto Globe In a way which Bome 
stupid and shallow Grits may consider 
clever asks the question in ita editorial 
columns : " Has tho National Policy made 
you rich 1 " 

This electioneering trick shows that the 
Globe hao gone back to ita old dishonost 
ways. What would its editor think of an 
English newspaper whioh would in every 
issue ask oaoh of its roadoro " Has fifty 
years of free trade made you rich ! " 

The answer from millions upon millions 
would bo " It has not. It has given ub en- 
forced idleness, disquiet, discontent, pov- 
orty, pauperism and misery unBpoakablo." 

Would tho Globo accept this answer from 
an immonso multitude of sufforers aa a con- 
demnation of British free trade? But ib 
will have to admit that it iB just as reason- 
able to hold free trada In Groat Britain 
accountable for all tho evils from whioh 
ita people aro suffering, as ib ia to 
condemn tho National Policy in Can- 
ada because ib has not made uli Canadians 
rioh. The Globe's dirty littlo trick is roally 
unworthy % tonth-rato villago nowspapor. 

THE TWO SYSTEMS. 

Tho appointmont of tho Hon. William L. 
Wilson to tho offioo of Postmustor Gonoral 
and a soat in the Cabinob showa in tho cloar- 
ost and moBt oonapiouous munnor tho differ- 
ence botweon tho Britiah and tho Amoricun 
ayatems of Govornmont. 

Mr. Wilson, who is a vory ublo man, occu- 
pied a prominent placo in the late Houso of 
Representatives. A man holding a similar 
poaition in tho British Houso oi Commons 
would have been a member of the Govern- 
ment, most probably Chancollor of tho Ex- 
chequer. Mr. Wilson was rejoctod by tho 
pooplo at uho last congressional olectlon 
This, in England, unless ho could 
find another constituency, would effectually 
prevont his becoming a Minister of tho 
Crown. But in tho Unitod Statoa rejection 
by tho pooplo ia not a diiqualification for a 
Cabinet position. Mr, Wilson might have 
boen rij sated on account of the principles 
he hold and tho policy ho advocated by half 
a dczen constituencies, yot tho Proaident 
might consider him perfectly eligible for a 
aeab in the Cabinet. Yet wo are told that 
in tho United Statea the pooplo aro sove- 
reign, and that the poople of Great Britain 
are, from the highest to tho lowoat, the sub- 
jocts of a Queen. 

It la not tho Sovereign people who aro, by 
tho Constitution of the United Statea, to 
confirm tho Proaidont'a appointment. They 
have, directly, nothing moro to do with the 
appointment than have tho poople of 
Canada. Ib is the Sonato whioh Is nob 
eleoted by tho pooplo, and whioh doea not 
in any sense represent tho poople, who aro 
ompowered to oonfirm or rejeot the appoint- 
ment oi Mr. Wilson to be Head of a Depart- 
ment and a member of the Cabinet. This 
Sonato, aa la now known, may be moved by 
poraonal Bpito or tho spirit of faction to re- 
fuso its sanation to tho appointment. That 
body haa before now, from moan and 
factious motivta, refused to sanction Presi- 
dent Cleveland's appointments. If nino- 
tonths of tho elootora of tho country wantod 
to have Mr. Wilson appointed Postmaster 
General, thoy havo no way of giving effect 
to thoir wishes.

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EMBROIDERY TALK. 

THE MOST IMPORTANT ETCHING OR 
OUTLINE STITCHES. 



Tlu> Fnndamcntal or Kensington SUtvh, 
Which Appears on So Many Embroidered 
Pieces— The Useful Stein, Chain, Itope, 
Feather and Blanket Stitches Described. 

The most important outline stitch 
and tho ono most generally in voguo at 
present is known as tho "Kensington 
outline " This ia a fundamental stitch 
and is to bo found soniewhoro in somo 
form in nearly every piece of embroid- 
ery. It is nearly a roversu bade stitch and 
consists of a long stitch forward on tho 
face of tho material and a short Btitch 
back on tho under side. Tho work should 
be hold as straight as possible in tho left 
hand, not ovor tho foroliugor, ns this 
makes tho Btitches full and looping. 
The line is carriod from loft to right 




STEM — KENSINGTON — CHAIN, 
and the noedlo put in from right to left, 
whilo tho thread should flow back, al- 
lowing the stitch to bo taken in front of 
it. This -work is most satisfactory mi 
pieces intended for constant service — 
tablo covers, scarfs and linens, which 
aro often to bo washed. Tho "stem 
stitch" differs from the regular outline 
in that whilu it is essentially tho same 
long stitch on tho faco and short one on 
tho back it is taken a littlo differently. 
Tho thread is kept from in front of the 
needle, and its point is brought out just, 
below where tho last stitch left the ma- 
terial. This makes a littlo ridge line, 
which has a very pretty twist. This is 
dono in a frame, as is also tho outlining 
douo with a thread which you constant- 
ly twist as you work. 

Tho chain stitch has a very conven- 
tional and ruachinoliko effect, but such 
an effect is sometimes desired. Tho 
noodle should bo brought tip from the 
wrong side of tiio material, the thread 
thrown round from left to right and held 
down with tho thumb. Tho needle is 
worked as far from tho first point as 
length of stitch required. Draw this 
stitch through, lotting tho thread held 




BLAKIIXT— ROPE— FEATHER, 
down form a loop under the point of tho 
needle. Tho next stitch is taken in tho 
samo way on tho outlino, commencing 
from within tho end of the last loop. 

Tho "ropo stitch" is commenced like 
tho simple chain, but for tho successive 
stitches the noedlo is sont down on tho 
outline behind tho last loop stitcli and 
brought up so as to make tho loop as 
before. This stitch makes a very pretty 
corded line when worked on worsteds 
or ropo silk. 

Tho "feather stitch" is a pretty lit- 
tle finish and may bo given among the 
chains, as the needle and thread aro hold 
in tlio sauio way. Any number of stitch- 
es may bo taken on a side or only one 
alternately. 

The "blanket stitch" is a wide apart 
buttonhole. As it is usually dono on 
soft materials with worsteds, it is better 
to reverse t ho needle, as the point isliko- 
ly to split tho thread. — Art Amateur. 



Braiding on Coats and Costumes. 
The assurance is given that braiding 
is to bo a feature on both costumes and 
coats this spring. The military coat, 
with high collar and braided front, will 
ho a favorite. This coat will alone re- 
main single breasted, double breasted 
fronts, fastened with large, fancy but- 
tons, being the vogue for all other coats. 
Tho coat, sk i rts are to be very short, only 
six or eight inrhps deep, plain in front, 
flaring on tho hips and so full at. the 
back as to he almost accordion plaited, 
showing tho gay silk lining. No pockets 
will bo visible. The collar may ho a 
mattor of choico, both tho rolling collar 
and the open, notched design being 
shown in the new models. 



Useless Scarfs Condemned. 

The Decorator and Furnisher says: 
Thore is no sense in buying a handsome 
tablo and then hiding it under a cloth. 
Let a pretty pieco of wood ho seen and 
studied. It' an ornament is placed on 
it, uso a small mat to protect tho table. 
Thero aro too many useless silk and lace 
scarfs about. It' a table is ugly, if it has 
a stone or marble top and a good base, by 
all means vise a cloth, and tho hand- 
somer the texture tho better, but; don't 
insult the artist and cabinet maker by 
putting a sash with a ball fringe across 
the polished wood. 



Very Good Gingerbread. 
Very good gingerbread: Mix a cup of 
Now Orleans molasses, 1 of sour cream, 
2 of Hour, half a cup of sugar, 2 eggs, 
half a teaspoonful of soda and 1 of 
cream of tartar, 2 tablospoonfuls or more 
of ginger. 11' yon have! no sour croani, 
use half a enp of lard or beef drippings 
and butter mixed and half a cupful of 
sweot milk and baking powder instead 
of soda. 



HOW TO LIGHT A FIRE. 



As Told In The Household by One Who 
Has Had Experience. 

In lighting a grate liro tho host foun- 
dation to begin upon would bo a few 
cinders which have boon sifted from tho 
ashes. Upon those should bo placed a 
layer of paper and then somo small bits 
of dry wood. Tho whole should bo cov- 
ered ovor, but not so closely as to en- 
tirely exclude the passage of air, with 
moderately sized pieces of coal. If these 
directions aro strictly followed, the tire 
boing properly laid, when tho papor is 
lighted from bolow by moans of a match, 
there will arise a stroam of fiamo from 
tho paper and wood which will be com- 
municated to both coals and cinders and 
a bright fire tho rosult 

Many pcoplo err in not building thoir 
fires well back in tho grates, tho couse- 
quonco being a most disagrooablo flood 
of smoke issuing into tho room, instead 
of going up tho chimney. Another and 
nowor method of lighting a firois somo- 
timos practiced by reversing tho order 
of tilings, tho firo boing lightod from 
abovo instead of bolow. This is arranged 
by laying somo coal and a few cinders 
at tho bottom, upon top of which is laid 
tho wood, then another layer of coals 
and somo paper ovor that. Tho paper is 
first lighted and soou burned down, 
making a bright, firo with a considerable 
economy of fuel. 

Tho kitchen firo is somewhat moro 
difficult to manage, as its demands are 
many and varied. Sometimes only a 
moderate degree of heat is required, 
while again tho firo is required to he 
very hot. The degree of heat depends 
less upon the amount of coal that is used 
than upon tho regulation of tho various 
checks and drafts, which aro oasily 
managed if one is thoroughly acquainted 
with tho mechanism of the kitchen stovo 
or range. Every morning all cinders and 
ashes should bo removed and the firo 
laid in a similar manner to that of tho 
grate, which has already been described, 
allowing always for a freo circulation 
of air by leaving hollow spaces betwoen 
tho fuel, chiofly toward tho center. 

All tho drafts should then be opened 
and tho fire lighted. After it has been 
allowed to burn for ten minutes all tho 
dampers should be closed, with the ex- 
ception of the draft in front of the firo, 
which should bo left open until all tho 
coal has become ignited without being 
redhot. Such a firo should remain in 
excellent condition for hours. 



Id the IMnk Room. 
Tho popularity of roso color is soou 
in all tho recent furnishings of houses 
as woll as in dress. This is a tint that 
requires the uso of delicate natural 
woods or of enamels in ivory white. 
Somo of tho silk finish papers aro espe- 
cially pretty in roso color for boudoirs 
for summer bedrooms. A rose garland 
trellis on ivory white ground is a pretty 
friozo for such a room. Tho ceiling is 
then a few shades lighter, marked out 
in quatrefoil with palo, roso hued rib- 
bons, or scattored with roso petals. All 
tho paint of tho room should bo ivory 
white, tho furnituro may bo white en- 
ameled and completed by a brass bed- 
stead. 

The prottiest carpet for such a room 
is a rug in dull reds, such as tho Japa- 
nese make of cotton. Tho crimson car- 
pot is too bright. It requires tho dull 
shades of terra cotta red that approach 
tho brown, and have nothing striking or 
pronounced in their colorings or tones, 
says an authority in such matters in the 
New York Tribune. The artistic rulo is 
that tho carpet should bo least conspicu- 
ous and darkest in tono, tho wall a 
somewhat lighter color, tho friezo still 
lighter and the coiling lightest of all. 

A Word About Mourning. 

The fashionable world is now averso 
to excessive mourning, and not only are 
tho crape drapery and other garniture 
and dresses greatly curtailed, but the 
veil is often omitted altogether. Tho 
customary seclusion from society is also 
diminished, and at the lapse of six 
months one may appear at informal 
teas and "at home" receptions. Somo 
mourners at that time relieve their som- 
ber hue by indulging a littlo white and 
also claim the privilege of attending 
[daces of amusement. It is in "good 
form" on seeing a death in tho papers to 
leave cards at the door of tho bereaved 
family, but no inscription in addition 
to the name is required.

On tho evening of July 9, Mra. HowotBon 
and Philip Austin .vero out in a boat to- 
gether, fishing. She was standing up 
in the stern, but loBing her balance 
owing to a sudden movement of the boat, 
fell into the water. Ho had his back turned 
at tho time, bub haatily turning round and 
seeing what had happened he at once 
plunged in to rescue her. Ho was quiokly 
by her aide, when she said to him, " Don't 
mind me ; I oan awim ; get tho boat." Ho 
accordingly swam f Jr the boat, and had 
just about reaohed it whon, turning round, 
he found Bhe had disappeared. He Im- 
mediately dlvod, and fortunately found her 
at once, her foot having become tangled 
with the fishing line and her hoavy olothing 
drugging her beneath tho water. He could 
not get her into the boat, but she had for- 
tunately not lost conaoiousneas and waa ablo 
to hold on to the aido, while be rowed it to 
shore, and thua he got her safely on the 
beach, whero with tho kind assist- 
ance cf Mrs. Halhod, of Shawni- 
gan, restoratives were successfully 
applied. Hia Honor congratulated Master 
Austin on tho bravery and cool judgment ho 
had ahown ; he congratulated his father, 
Mr. J. J. Aiiatin — a pioneer of the province 
whom Hia Honor had been proud to know 
in their young daya — on having a ion who 
had thua done honor to hia name ; and he 
also congratulated Rev. Mr. Hewetaon on 
tho rescue of his precious wife, and on having 
boon able to secure the medal for thia young 
hero. Hia Honor then presented the modal 
and tho aocompanylng certificate, and Col. 
Prior called for three cheera for MaBter 
Austin, which wero right heartily given by 
the battalion and 8peotators. 

His Honor then announced that It gave 
him much pleasnre to make another pres- 
entation, thia being of tho challenge shield 
awarded annually to tho moat efficient com- 
pany, and thia year won by No. 
3. He know it ia a high honor to 
be tho beat company in a battalion like the 
British Columbia Garrison Artillery, for 
General Herbert had told him on tho occa- 
sion of hia laat visit that tho battalion was 
really ono of the very beat in tho whole Do- 
minion, and that he was very well ploased 
with what ho had seen of it, in tho school 
and in tho armouries. Knowing tho Gen- 
erates he did, and this praise coming from 
him quite voluntarily, ho knew that it was 
a frank expression of General Herbort's real 
opinion, and ho thought It only right that 
ho should on this ocoaaion repeat it to tho 
battalion of whom ho had felt vory ploased 
indeed to hear it said. 

Lieut. Gregory, the officer commanding 
No. 3, then camo forward and roceivod the 
ah'eld, whioh ho in turn transferred to tho 
custody of Sergeant McDougall, who proudly 
biro it off At Col. Prior's euggontion tho 
members of the other three noir.p^nios took 
oil their cups am \ cordially cheered their 
Bucceasfu 1 rivals. 

Tiio battulion then marched out, headed 
by tho band, tho route taken being along 
Merzies, Belleville, Government, Yates, 
Cook, Fort, Government, Belleville and 
Meuzics atreots, Into the hall again. Tho 
playing of tho band attracted a largo crowd 
of onlookora, and in tho intervals betweoo 
tho music auveral evolutions wero performed

waa announced by tho Colonol, after ho had 
aaked tboBO who could not attend to stop to 
tho front and not a man hud stirred. Tho 
hour act for It is 10 o'olook, and by II tho 
corps will bo at St. Androw'a Proebytorian 
church.

The presentation laat night to No. 3 com- 
pany (Lieut. F. B. Gregory) of tho muBsivo 
challougo ehinld preaentod by Lieut. Col. 
Prior and olrioora of tho Ihroo local com- 
panies, marks in a fitting manner the end of 
tho last year's work of tho B C B G.A. Tho 
ahiold waa presented to tho companiea of 
tho battalion in 1893, and ia a magnificent 
specimen of tho silvoramith's art.

It ia soldom 
that a company la found whioh from top to 
bottom — from captain to drummer — ovincca 
bo koon an intereab in tho work, and to bo 
boaten by such a lob of men Is, indood, some- 
thing ot whioh tho othor oompaniee need 
not fool aBhamod. Aa tho inspecting officor 



remarked, after hia throo hours' work, on 
inspootion night : '•' It will take pretty good 
men to boat No. 3." The rivalry between 
the threo companies haB been exceedingly 
keen, bub very friendly, and no one be- 
grudgeB No. 3 ita well earned victory. No. 
1 held tho shield during 1894, and thero ia 
no reason why No 2 or No. 5 should not 
ohango plaoea with No. 3 nexb year. All 
havo submitted to a rigorous inspootion and 
all feel porfectly aatlBfied that they havo 
been accorded " a fair field and no favora.'

ing of the artiolo of the treaty, a northerly 
line from tho southernmost point of Prlnoo 
of Wales island would never roach the Port- 
land channel at all, but would go np tho 
chancel known aa Behm'a oanal, outside of 
the iBiand called Revillo Gigedlo. Beaides, 
Portland channel, or Portland canal, does 
nob roach to the 5lr.h degreo of north lati- 
tude ; bub aa tho worda Portland channol or 
canal appear to be in the original troaty lb 
is probable thab the United States will 
strongly proaa tho Portland oanal limit. 

" However thia queation may be settled, 
the lino of delimitation will start from the 
56th parallel of north latitude on ono or the 
othor of the channels designated, and fol- 
low the aummit of the mountains aituatod 
parallel to tho coast to tho Mlat meridian 
wesb of Greenwich, thonco following that 
meridian to tho waters of tho frozen ocean. 
In caso the aummit of the mountains par- 
allel to tho coast Bhould prove to bo at a 
greater dlstanoo than ten marino loagueo, or 
about 34 English milei, from tho ocoan 
coast, tho word " ocoan " boing used in tho 
troaty, then a lino ovorywhero ten marino 
leagues diBtunt from tho coast shall bo tho 
boundary. 

" Many people, among whom prominontly 
may bo mentioned tbo editors of aome Am- 
erican newspapers, aro laboring under tho 
delusion that tho work of the prosont com- 
mission ia the adjustment and marking of 
tho boundary, and aa Canada la doing most 
of the praotieal work in tho field, some of 
thoso go eo far as to accuse tho 
government of conniving at a largo 
steal on tho part of Canada 
by her aurveyori. The fact ia simply 
thia — the work of tho presont commission is 
to seouro data from whioh a reliable map of 
tho whole coast from Portland Canal to 
Mount St. Ellaa can bo oompiled, and tho 
field operations are virtually joint opera- 
tions, for they aro ab the commend of both 
governments. 

"After a proper map ia made, the oom- 
mieaionora appointed by tho United States 
and Canadian governments— Dr. Menden- 
hall and Mr. W. F. King -will, with the 
map so compiled and the Anglo Rubsijl 
treaty of 1825 before them, try to adjust a 
boundary lino, which, if they succeed in 
agreeing upon ono, will be submitted for 
ratification to the legislative authorities of 
both oountricB. 

"That is the whole question, and It is 
both ailly and noodleea for any parly to 
oharacteriza the proceedings of the Cana 
dian surveyors as ' graba ' and ' BtoalB,' and 
denounce Canada and England especially on 
account thereof. Tho Americana had three 
partiea in tho field in 1893 and two in 1S!I4, 
working alone, yet no Canadian who has 
any aonae would think cf accusing those men 
of trying to deprive Canadians of anv of their 
rights or territory. Tho question of depriv- 
ing of rights or territory oan bo eafely sot in 
the background until the commissioners 
meet, when, if the Canadian Is smart enough 
to ' ateal ' from the Yankee, or vice verBa, 
it will be time enough to raise a howl."

NEW HOKTICULTUKAL RULES. 

(Quarantine oniccrs and Stations for Examin- 
ing Nursery Stock, Fruit and Trees 
Droueht Into the Province. 

Tho now amendments to tbo ruloa of tho 
Horticultural Board wore gazetted yester- 
day. A provision is made that any member 
of tho board or the inspector of fruit pesti 
may order tho destruction, by rooting out 
and burning, of all infected nuraory stock, 
trees, or plantaof any kind, if in the opinion 
of such member of the Board or Inspector of 
Fruit Poata Buch a courae is conaidorod ex- 
pedient In tho lntoreata of tho fruit growing 
industry. 

All importers of nursery atock, troes or 
planta must give notico of arrival and 
muBt recoive a certificate from a member of 
tho board, his agent or tho inspootor of 
fruit posts that the plants are froo of posts 
and diaoase. 

Importora or ownors of nuraery Btock, 
treos or plants desiring to havo such nursory 
Btock, trees or plants inspected at points 
other than regular quarantino stations may 
havo such inspootion dono whore required, 
provided that such importers or ownerB 
Bhall pay all charges of inspection and ex- 
penses of tho oliicor employod ia such in- 
spection. 

The following afd tho quarantino stations 
and officers for thn inspection of nursery 
B^ock, troes, plantB and fruit importod into 
tho provinco : 

Victor'u— Tho Inspector of Fruit Peeta, 
any member of tho board and E, A. Carow- 
Glbaon. 

Vancouver, New Westminster and Liver- 
pool — T. Cunningham, any member of the 
board and tho IoBpoctor of Fruit Peats. 

Nanaimo— G. H. Holmes, any momber of 
tbo board and tho Inspector of Fiuit Pest a. 

Comox— (Ono to bo appointed), any mem- 
ber of the board and the InBpootor of Fruit 
Pests. 

Mission City — (i. \V. Henry, uny member 
of tho board and tho Inspector of Fruit 
Pests. 

Veinon,— Ianac E. Haun, any member of 
tho board and tho inspector of fruit pesta. 

OsoyooB. — \V. H. liulloek- Webster, any 
membor of tho board and tho inepoctor of 
fruit pests. 

Koltlo River — R. R. Gilpin, any momber 
of the board and the inspector of fruit peats 

Golden. —(One to be appoin'ed), any 
member of tho board and tho inspootor of 
fruit posts. 

Fort Steole — R. L. T. Qalbraith, any 
membor of tho board and tho inspector of 
fruit pesta. 

Transportation companies or persons and 
consignees or agentB shall delivor and oauBo 
to be detained all nuraory atock, troee, 
plantB and fruit at ono or othor of tho quar- 
antino stations, for inspootion, as provided 
by tho rules and regulations of the board. A 
quarantino officer may alBO, if in hia opinion 
such a courso is necessary, detain any nura- 
ory Btock, troes or planta, for tho purpoao of 
disinfection, at a quarantino station, until 
Buoh quarantino offioor ia Batialiod that all 
infection is removed.
